C. Barrett as to immediately 
quash any further steps in investigation. 


The confession 
concludes with a 


promise that the writer will be a witness 
in any suit by the city for the recovery 
of moneys from any of the persons men- 
tioned. 
He does not ask that the suits 


against him be quashed, but that he be 
released from confinement without bail. 


Tweed's counsel say, most ot those
